DISGRACEFUL. SCENES. 


Curious Caucasians Interfere With a 
Chinese Funeral Service. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 4.—Disgrace- 
ful scenes marked the burial of Lou Suey, 
who was shot Feb. 21 by Wong Chuey at 
the instance of higifbinders. The mob who 
attended the funeral numbered fully 5,000.

Three Crews Are Succored at Sea Just 
in Time. 


NEW YORK, March 4—The Anchor Line 
steamship, Anchoria, which arrived this 
morning from Glasgow, rescued at sea on 
February 25 the crew of the British bark- 
entine Confederate, which was in a sinking 
condition. The Confederate sailed from 
St. Johns, New Foundland, January 8 for 
Bristol with a cargo of fish oil. On Feb-

Fr. Houst borrowed over $10,000 that he never 
paid. They are all very bitter against him.

This sudden transfor- 
mation of half a billion in cash into a 
debt, making a virtual difference of a 
thousand million in the economic status 
of the currency, was the most radical 
step ever taken in the history of the 
finance of any people. The panic followed 
at once as a matter of course. It was in- 
evitable, and the fact that we have come 
through it so well is proot ot᷑ the resources 
of the greatest country on earth. 

This sudden flank movement, made by 
Mr. Cleveland, no doubt in absolute ig- 
norance of what it really meant, threw 
the Democratic party into complete con- 
fusion. Victory was turned to defeat. The

ESTABLISH THE REFORMATORY. 

In spite of the sordid objections of the 
penitentiary contractors, it is to be hoped 
that the Legislature will pass the bill 
providing for a State Reformatory. Dr. 
Pettijohn’s bill, as amended by the com- 
mittee, is a carefully guarded measure, 
and great good to the State would result 
Yrom the institution for which it provides. 

It is shocking to think of boys and girls 
committed for first offenses being thrust 
into a penitentiary where their associates 
must perforce be largely hardened 
criminals. Under such circumstances a 
penitentiary is simply a school of vice and 
crime. Experience in other States shows 
that a large proportion of the young men 
and women subjected to the discipline of 
a Reformatory become honest and useful 
citizens after their release, white nearly 
all those condemned to the degrading in- 
fluences and associations of the prison be- 
come permanent additions to the ranks 
of “habitual criminals. * 

Society has the right to protect itself 
against wrong-doers. It has no right to 
make criminals of who, often from 
sheer ignorance and inexperience, take 


together indiscriminately the hardened 
veterans of crime and vice and the boys 
and girls whose waywardness has led 
them but a step from the path of decency 
and uprightness. 

The penal system of every civilized 
State aims at reform rather than at pun- 
ishment. It is not creditable to Missouri 
that a Reformatory was not long ago 
made one of her most cherished and use- 
ful institutions. .

We have no fire 
marshals to investigate fires, as is the case 
in other cities, and we have a greater per 
centags of total fire losses than any other 
city. t year the ents were forced to 
accept a reduction of 331-3 per cent of their 
commissions in order to get companies to 
continue business in the city. The exist- 
ence of a union amous insurance men means 
better fire laws, bullding ordinances, con- 
struction of buildings and thorough regula- 
tion of electrical construction. The Cupples

Mr. George Markham of W. H. Markham

How the Inventor of Sherlock Holmes 
Treated the Stockton Family.

Dr. Doyle, the story runs, was engaged 
to lecture in Morristown under the 
auspices of St. Bartholomew's School, 
and the twenty-five boys of the school 
were in a quiver of excitement at the 
prospect of seeing and meeting the cre- 
ator of Sherlock Holmes.

As a rule 
the hobos' do business with the brake- 
man, who permits them to make the — 
with him, in this case from Malvern, whe 
the Hot Springs branch taps the main line 
of the Iron Mountain.

e have to lay quiet all the way, and it 
gets mighty monotonous after we have been 
on the road a few hours. I made the trip 
from Hot Springs to St. Louis for 50 cents. 
Half is sum went for the ride from the 
Springs to Malvern, and it cost me the other 
two bits for a berth in the hay-box from 
that point to St. Louis. We came on a Texas 
cattle train. The brakemen are always on 
the lookout for a chance to pick up a few 
dimes, and they rarely refuse us a chance to 
make the ride with them. 

To get into an upper berth we crawl 
through the hatchway on the top of the 
car, and the door to the lower box is on the 
side of the car, usually directly under the 
main door. The brakie opens the door and 
we back in. At the end of the route he 
comes around and lets us out. In case he 
should forget to do so we would be in an 
unpleasant fix, but I guess a little racket 
would attract attention to us and be the 
means of our release before we commenced 
to suffer from hunger or thirst. 

“IT went to the rin for the first time 
to attend the race meeting. It failed to be a 
go and I found myself stranded. This did 
not prevent me from eating and taking ad- 
t baths, and there
